The fire department received

saying there was an explosion. 
Men and equipment rushed to 
the scene. 


Firemen, complete with self- 


contained breathing units, 
fought their way into the 
"smoke-filled" boiler room to 
look for a red dag, signifying 
where the explosion took place. 
They laid hose and fought 
the fire. 


When the fire was under 


control, firemen went into the 
hospital to apply first aid to 
approximately 10 injured people 
in the kitchen area. 
Injuries 


varied from amputations 
to 


severe burns. 


Clyde Powers, assistant ad- 


ministrator at the hospital, said, 
"We accomplished what we set 
out to do. We found out where 
our deficiencies and assets are 
in this kind of emergency . ."' 


"We've had other drills with

Of The Myths Of Amsterdam

Myths die hard. There is no 


actual record of a small boy 
plugging a leaking dike with a 
ready finger; Hans Brinker, if 
he ever existed, had skates of 
prosaic steel— not silver; and 
Dutch girls are not all roly poly, 
thick-legged, apple cheeked and 
jolly as Santa Claus. Once 
classic 
tourist meccas of 


Markew and Volendaw where 
the supposedly bucolic natives 
still cling to the costumes of a 
century ago are tourist traps 
where 
the 
rotten spoiled 


villagers ill-manneredly insult 
the foreign suckers. 


Even so, this tiny country, half 


the size of South Carolina, is a 
pleasant spot for a three-day 
stop over. Come well loaded 
financially too, for the basic 
high prices the government has 
added its 20 per cent bite in 
addition to a IS per cent service 
charge for all services. It was 
my first experience with the taxi 
fares 
where 
the 
meter 


automatically added a 15 per 


cent tip and the driver still 
expected an additional gratuity. 


But the canals are a great 


improvement over those in 
Venice and a system of locks 
gives them a daily flushing as 
the tide rises and falls Un- 
fortunately the Dutch virtue of 
cleanliness is also exaggerated 
and the KLM plane that picked 
me up in Copenhagen was lit- 
tered 
with three day old 


newspapers that pretty well 
dated 
the 
last 
thorough 


cleaning. 


My most pleasant experience 


was a boat ride around Am- 
sterdam. Facades of three 
century old buildings have been 
carefully reconstructed under 
strict government supervision 
and the houses of the early 
Dutch merchant princes still 
sparkle. A few of the kitchens of 
these early houses were built 
below water level and gliding by 
on the canal boats has sort of a 
peeping Tom interest. Height 
was also regulated — kitchens at 
the basement levels, dining and 
entertainment on the first floor, 
owners living quarters on the 
second Children on the third 
and servants on the fourth, with 


the long and frequent hikes 
between the atiic and the cellar 
certainly contributing to the 
sturdy legs of the early Dutch. 


The first cartal was built in a 


semi-circle surrounding the 
center of the city, originally 
conceived as part of the for- 
tifications of the early port. As 
the importance of trade became 
obvious, so too did the benefits of 
water 
transportation 
and 


dockside warehousing. It was 
from this early port that Henry 
Hudson sailed for New Am- 
sterdam in his ship the Half 
Moon, on April 4, 1609. And the 
guides delight in pointing out the 
warehouses owned by peg- 
legged Peter Stuyvesant before 
he was made governor of the 
newly 
discovered 
colony. 


Seventeen years after the 
English sailor, working for the 
Dutch West India Company, 
another 
employe, 
Peter 


Schagen, reported the purchase 
of the isle of Manhattan for 60 
guilders — which for all time 
established the Dutch as the 
greatest bargain hunters of all 
time — three hundred and forty 
four years later they still hold 
the title!

Methadone Treatment Plan 
Receives A 
Setback 


By BRIAN SULLIVAN 


NEW YORK (AP) — A 


pioneer in the use of methadone 
to treat heroin addict charges 
that 
proposed 
federal 


regulations governing com- 
munity methadone programs 
contain key provisions that are 
unreasonable and unworkable. 


Dr. Vincent P. Dole of 


Rockefeller University said the 
proposed regulations were put 
together by the government 
"with essentially 
no con- 


sultation with knowledgable 
people in the field." 


Dr. Dole's charges, made in 


an interview, mark the newest 
controversy in the stormy 
history of methadone, a narcotic 
being used increasingly in many 
community programs across the 
nation to help hard-core drug 
addicts kick the habit. 


In a methadone program, the 


addict is given a dose of 
methadone each day. Because it 
is a narcotic, and is itself ad- 
dictive, the patient 
remains 


addicted, but he does not get 
"high" because methadone is 
given orally rather than in- 
jected. 


Although he is giving up 


heroin, the addict does not suffer 
withdrawal symptoms because 
of the methadone. In addition, 
the methadone blocks the effects 
of any heroin the addict might 
take furtively, preventing him 
from getting a heroin "high." 


All this, the argument runs, 


allows the addict to break the 
heroin habit, eliminates the 
need for criminal activity to pay 
for the expensive habit while 
leaving 
him 
capable 
of 


rehabilitation, working or going 
to school. 


Dr. Dole, with Dr. Marie 


Nyswander, his wife, began the 
use of methadone at Rockefeller 
University in 1964. The most 
recent evaluation, involving 
2,862 patients, was that the 
program is a success and should 
be continued and expanded. 


Some critics, however, noting 


that the addict remains on 
methadone indefinitely, argue 
that one narcotic is merely 
being substituted for another. 
Others say those chosen for the 
program are so carefully 
screened, 
and 
so 
highly 


motivated, that it would be hard 


not to succeed; that some other 
approach also would succeed 
with these people. 


Despite criticism, methadone 


use is spreading, and on last 
June 11 the federal government 
moved to regulate its use as well 
as 
"facilitate 
controlled 


scientific research." 


The FDA said at the time that 


"interested parties" had 30 days 
to submit comments. The 30-day 
period is up Saturday, when the 
proposals normally would go 
into effect, the FDA said. 


But an FDA spokesman 


conceded Wednesday that there 
has been "substantial objection 
by a number of parties," and 
that a decision is pending on 
whether to hold public hearings. 


The proposed regulations, Dr. 


Dole 
said, 
exclude 
from 


methadone programs anyone 
who is pregnant, or who has a 
psychosis, a serious physical 
disease or who is under 18. In- 
stead, the regulations say, these, 
people should be hospitalized 
and withdrawn from narcotics. 
"This is unworkable," Dr. Dole 
said. 


Using methadone, he argued, 


it is now possible to reach 
persons who are psychotic or 
who have for instance, tuber- 
culosis and who ars hard-core 
heroin users. "Before," he said, 
"they would be running off all 
the time without taking their 
medicine for tuberculosis." 


Further, he continued, if you 


take a pregnant woman off 
methadone, she'll go back to 
heroin. For the last three years, 
he said, many women in his 
program have had normal 
pregnancies and 
deliveries

Airborne Warning 
System Contract 
Awarded To Boeing 


SEATTLE (AP) — Boeing Co. 


has won a major defense con- 
tract to test a new airborne 
warning system, giving ? big 
boost to the ailing aerospace 
giant and to the depressed 
Seattle area. 


The contract, announced 


Wednesday, is for the Airborne 
Warning and Control System 
(AWACS), which envisions a 
fleet of flying command posts to 
provide control of air-to-air and 
air-to-ground battles and to 
detect enemy bombers and 
missiles. 


The losing bidder was Mc- 


Donnell Douglas Corp., of Long 
Beach. 


The initial award is $170 


million. If Boeing proves the 
system, the contract would 
amount to more than $2 billion in 
the next five years. 


More important locally, it was 


the first big contract won by 
Seattle-based Boeing in a long 
time. The company has been a 
bridesmaid several times in 
recent bidding, including the 
loss of the lucrative Bl bomber 
to North American Rockwell 
Corp last month. 


Douglas Graves, manager of 


Boeing's AWACS branch, said 
"the biggest benefit is 
a 


tremendous improvement in 
morale in the company and in 
the area." 


Senator Proposes 
Changes In Laws 
For Bond Elections 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — Sen. 


Lewis F. Sherman, R-Berkeley, 
has proposed changes in state 
'aws governing bond elections, 
to make the law conform to a 
recent ruling by the State 
Supreme Court. 


The high court threw out the 


longstanding two-thirds vote 
requirement for bond elections, 
saying it was unconstitutional 
because it violated the "one- 
man, one vote" principle. 


Sherman said Wednesday he 


was amending one of his bills to 
include changes which would 
bring state law into conformity 
with the court ruling. 


The effect of the court ruling is 


that bond sales can now be 
authorized by a simple majority 
of the voters. 


Negro Leaders Form 
Peace Patrol For 
'Better Understanding' 


ASBURY PARK, N.J. (AP) — 


Negro leaders formed a "peace 
patrol" and hammered out "a 
better understanding" with city 
leaders to restore calm Wed- . 
nesday night to this racially 
troubled city. 


The 28 man peace force 


patrolled streets urging calm 
and obediance to the curfew to 
clear streets in the Negro sector. 
The area had been racked three 
previous days by looting, bur- 
ning and shooting which left 
more than $1 million in damage 
and 160 persons iniuriv?, one 
critically. 


"We feel encouraged," said 


Willie 
Hamm, 
a 
Negro 


spokesman after the seven hour 
meeting with the mayor and 
City Council. 
Mayor Joseph 


Mattice said he could "go home 
with an easy mind." Asked if 
there was enough agreement to 
end the disturbances, the mayor 
replied,

present them to the Negro 
community first. Mattice said 
he anticipated full approval.

Money Shrinkage May Hurt 
Business Waste, Inefficiency

NEW YORK (AP) — The 


liquidity crisis may have dealt a 
massive blow to waste and 
inefficiency 
in 
American 


business. 
Certainly it has 


knocked sense into businessmen 
who learned some bad habits 
during the 1960s.

effects 
of 
the 
deliberate 


shrinkage of the money supply 
to the American economy, and 
thus may represent a victory for 
the Federal Reserve and the 
slowdown program of the Nixon 
administration. 


Still to be determined during 


the next few weeks is whether 
the result was achieved at too 
great a cost. Many companies 
are hard pressed for ready cash, 
and some may be dangerously 
short of liquid capital. 


During the 1960s the logic of 


many companies involved a 
trilogy: 


The way to earnings was to 


acquire other companies; the 
way to acquire other companies 
was to boost the company's 
price per share; the way to boost 
the share price was through, 
earnings; the way to earnings. .

Once this formula was suc- 


cessfully launched it fed on it- 
self. Acquisitions were made 
feverishly. Companies acquired 
reputations as swingers and 
growers, giving an extra boost 
to their stock. Speculators 
supplied bundles of money. 


A lot of commercial paper — 


corporate promissory notes — 
were issued to aid in these 
acquisitions. Debt ran high for 
many companies, a fact that 
often was overlooked. Money 
was easy. 
Many companies 


overextended themselves. 


Now money is hard to get. The 


Penn Central Transportation 
Co., one of the largest corporate 
entities in the world, can't pay 
bills. Everyone is now taking a 
harder look at commercial 
paper. And they're not inclined 
to buy it. 


This is one of the biggest 


results of the liquidity crisis: A 
return to conservatism 
in 


measuring 
credit-worthiness. 


Lenders want more assurance of 
repayment; they are demanding 
that business clean up its house. 


Argus Research, one of the 


biggest suppliers of research to 
the investment community, 
summarizes the trend this way: 


". . . Companies 
with 


miniskirted balance sheets find 
themselves overexposed in the 
eyes of an investment com- 
munity that has suddenly begun 
to apply neoVictorian standards 
of financial prudence." 


Economic power, Argus says, 


has been returned to bankers 
and lenders. As a result, 
"Business managements across 
the country will become much 
more conservative in approving 
expansion projects and tougher 
about cutting costs. . . " 


The trend is already clear. 


The big conglomerates are 
inactive. The depressed stock 
market 
has halted 
many 


acquisition programs because a 
depressed stock simply cannot 
buy as much as an inflated 
stock.

They should ask if the 
roof is a material that will need 
replacing in a few years, or if it 
is a durable covering such as 
cedar shingles or shakes which 
will last up to 30 years.

Shasfa College Summer Session 
Enrollment Up By 23 Per Cent 


The enrollment for the Shasta 


College 
Summer 
Session 


reached 1,297 students which 
represents a 23 per cent increase 
over the enrollment for last 
summer. More than one-naif of 
the summer students are 
enrolled in two courses with the 
course registration up 26 per 
cent over the previous summer 
session. 


Sixty-nine classes are being 


given by Shasta College this 
year while only forty-eight were 
offered last year The greatest 
changes in the composition of

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Both Sides Hate To Reject Proposal 


(FROM THE URIAH DAILY JOURNAL) 


The latest proposal by the United States of America to cool 
down the conflict in the Middle East bypassed Russia, which has 
rejected all previous U. S. efforts to find a bilateral agreement and 
has failed to present any plan of its own. 


But Egypt’s President Gamal Nasser flew off to Moscow for a 
Kremlin consultation before replying to the Nixon administration 
formula, indicating that there may be more hope for its acceptance 
by Israel and the Arab states than originally believed. 


Not that either side is enthusiastic about discussing peace, but 
the timing of the new proposal encourages a long, careful look by 
participants in the Mid-East war. 


Israel is not anxious to agree to a cease fire limited to 90 days, 
believed to be a condition of the U. S. plan. Prime Minister Golda 
Meir charged that the respite would give Egypt an opportunity to 
build up defenses along the Suez Canal. 


The Arabs have given no indication that they are willing to 
recognize Israeli boundaries that would include Jerusalem or other 
Palestinian territories, another condition for initiating peace talks. 


Israel, however, would prefer that the Arabs reject the plan, 
assuming that such obstinacy would support its plea — still under 
consideration in Washington — for additional planes from the 
United States. 


Presumably, the Arabs and their Russian benefactors are also 
cognizant of that possibility. 


They are not likely to issue a hasty refusal that might play into 
Israel’s hands. 


When Presiaent Nixon took office last year, he was convinced 
that achievement of peace in the Middle East was contingent on 
Soviet-American agreement on the approach. 


There is no reason to believe that the situation has changed. 
Both sides in the war are dependent rn military assistance from the 
major powers. 


Nasser had a two-fold purpose in his flight to Moscow. If there is 
no cease fire, he will need more Soviet supplies. The Russians’ 
physical presence in defense installations in Egypt has also been an 
encouragement to the Arabs. 


Israel looks to the United States to maintain the power balance 
threatened by increased Russian aid to the Arabs. 


Conceivably, the Soviet Union, suffering at home from a lag in 
production of consumer goods would welcome a breather in the 
Mid-East as much as would the U. S. 


There are apparently few specifics in the current U. S. 
initiative. The main idea is to secure a truce and get discussions 
started. 


The situation is conducive to acceptance of the U. S. bid by the 
warring parties. 


While neither the Israelis nor Arabs are eager to accept a 
truce, each is equally reluctant at this time to take the respon­ 
sibility for its rejection.

WASHINGTON — The super 
secret story can now be told how 
the U. S. 
has seeded the In­ 
dochina jungles with millions of 
electronic listening devices, 
costing about $2,500 to $3,000 
apiece. 
Most of these sensitive, air­ 
dropped sensors landed with 
such a jar that they never 
worked at all. Others picked up 
jungle noises of interest to no 
one except nature lovers. A few 
detected the movement of 
people, presumably enemy 
soldiers, down the infiltration 
routes into South Vietnam. 
Even the hardiest of the 
detection devices seldom con­ 
tinued 
to 
transm it 
their 
mysterious sounds for more 
than six or seven days. 
Sen. William Proxmire, D- 
Wis., has now ripped the secrecy 
label off the story in a Senate 
speech. He charged that $2 
billion had been spent on an 
electronic detection system, 
which can’t tell the difference 
between enemy soldiers and 
innocent civilians. 
But he barely scratched the 
surface of the scandal. He called 
upon Secretary of Defense Mel 
Laird for the details, which 
remained deeply hidden. It so 
happens, however, that this 
column already spent weeks 
digging into the story. We can 
now publish some of the facts 
that Laird may be reluctant to 
furnish. 


HIDDEN FUNDS 
In the first place, the tax­ 
payers’ investment in this great 
electronic boondoggle is closer 
to $4 billion than $2 billion. The 
funds have been hidden under 
innocuous titles in the budgets of 
the three armed services. Some 
of the Navy’s expenditures for 
sonar equipment, for example, 
really went to buy jungle 
listening devices.

The devices were mounted 
inside 30-inch flare cases and 
launched by EC 121 planes 
through their regular flare 
tubes. Most were equipped with 
parachutes, which were sup­ 
posed to drop the delicate 
devices gently into the trees. 
Thus the very trees developed 
ears to listen for approaching 
infiltrators. 
Most of the ears, of course, 
turned out to be quite deaf. 
Others failed to pick up the soft, 
Indian-like footsteps of the 
guerrillas. To make their ap­ 
proach more audible, the brass 
hats hit upon the idea of seeding 
the jungle with 
explosive 
devices. The theory was that the 
guerrilla would step upon the 
devices, which would crackle 
and pop loud enough to be 
overheard by the overhanging 
electronic ears. 


EXPLOSIVE BUTTON8 
Accordingly, an estimated 
$700 million worth of gray-green 
button-size explosives were 
scattered around the jungle. 
Unhappily, 
the infiltrators 
quickly discovered what caused 
the popping noise under their 
feet. Thereafter, they simply 


avoided the gray-green buttons 
or sent a diversionary unit to set 
them off purposely along the 
wrong route. 
Meanwhile, it occurred to 
someon e in the Pentagon that, if 
they were going to all the trouple 
of sprinkling the jungle with 
explosives to detect infiltrators, 
the charges may as well be 
powerful enough to kill the in­ 
truding enemy soldiers. 
Thus a new batch of ex­ 
plosives, disguised to look like 
animal droppings, have been 
scattered along the infiltration 
trails. The only difficulty is that 
innocent civilians and our own 
observers also operate in the 
same areas that have now been 
seeded with lethal animal dung. 


Indeed, Green Berets have 
been sent into these areas to 
plant special listening devices 
and 
to 
make 
visual 
ob­ 
servations. Presumably, they 
will be warned not to step on 
in n o cen t-lo o k in g an im al 
droppings. But it also shouldn’t 
take the enemy long to learn 
that the droppings may be booby 
traps. 


SOPHISTICATED 
DEVICES 
The manufacture of the secret 
detection devices began in 1966. 
These have been refined as the 
program 
has 
progressed 
through three phases. Seismic 
devices, equipped with heavy 
nose cones so they will stick in 
the ground, are designed to pick 
up footsteps. Some are so 
sophisticated that they can 
identify vehicles that move 
down the jungle roads. 


Others are equipped with 
magnetic energy that can detect 
what weapons the infiltrators 
may be bringing with them. Still 
others use heat energy to detect 
approaching people. 


The signals from the seeded 
devices are monitored by planes 
and helicopters, which hover 
overhead. Sometimes 
they 
remain in the air almost con­ 
stantly to listen for enemy 
movements, but usually they 
monitor the signals for short 
periods. 
The most agonizing problem is 
that the expensive devices 
usually don’t work. Those that 
do put out a signal must be 
replaced within a week. 
All the money that has been 
wasted on this program may 
never 
be 
uncovered. 
For 
example, 20 experimental units 
were 
shipped 
to Vietnam 
recently in two lots. After the 
first lot was air-dropped into the 
jungle, not a single unit operated 
more than two to three hours.

Pap Tests: Who, 
How 


Are They Successful? 


Red Bluff Yesterdays I

NEW YORK (AP) — Are 
advertising campaigns suc­ 
cessful? Ad agencies will waste 
no words in telling you they are. 
They won’t be defensive about it 
either; they’ll consider your 
question absurd. 


But one astute researcher, a 
professor of advertising no less, 
undertook extensive research in 
seeking an answer to this 
question: 
“ To what extent do ad­ 
vertising 
agencies 
know 
whether or not their campaigns 
are successful?” To reach a 
conclusion he analyzed “proofs 
of success” listed by 40 ad 
agencies for 135 campaigns. And 
he decided: 
“The answer is that most of 
the advertising agencies do not 
know whether their campaigns 
are successful or not.” 
An even more provocative 
implication was suggested — 
that most agencies which 
claimed proof of success did not 
even state, and probably didn't 
know, what the objectives were 
for determining success. 
These are among the con­ 
clusions reached by Steuart 
Henderson Britt, a psychologist 
at Northwestern University as 
well 
as a graduate school 
professor of marketing and 
advertising, in an article for the 
Journal 
of 
Advertising 
Research. 
Britt is also a former agency 
executive, and for many years 
has been an advertising con­ 
sultant. And so his curiosity was 


aroused when he came upon a 
compendium of “ successful 
advertising campaigns.” 
To m easure effectiveness, 
Britt decided, the programs 
would have to declare their 
objective and ther» prove they 
met them. But, he found 
—In 133 of the 135 cas**, the 
agencies failed to state their 
objectives in quantifiable, or 
measurable, terms. 
— Many of the agencies took 
credit for increased sales 
without proving that the sales 
resulted from advertising and 
not from factors, such as price, 
competition, newness of product 
and so on. 
— In 21 instances, the ad­ 
vertising audience wasn’t even 
identified. 
— In 93 of the 135 cases the so- 
called proofs weren’t directly 
related to the stated objectives. 
Britt gives this example: 
“ Campaign objectives: To 
convince mothers that — is the 
best fruit drink they can serve 
their children: Because it is 
good for them; because It is the 
best-tasting of all fruit drinks. 
“Proof of success: Despite the 
aggressive competition from the 
scores of competive brands of 
fruit drinks, 
has not only 
held its position but shown 
consistent improvement in sales 
year after year.” 
Britt’s point: “Although the 
campaign purportedly was 
intended to convince mothers of 
the quality of the drink for 
children, the statement of proof 
of success indicates no attempt 
to measure any awareness of the 
product by mothers ”

cells from the vaginal wall or 
from the cervix of the uterus. 
The cells are smeared on a 
glass slide, stained with a 
special dye, and then examined 
under a microscope. 
Cancer cells are readily dis­ 
tinguished from normal cells 
by highly trained pathologists 
who specialise in the study of 
tissue and cells and can de­ 
termine the degree of severity 
of cancer, if it is present. 
The Pap test is a painless 
one and, In fact, can be done 
by the woman herself. At the 
Johns Hopkins Hospital, a 
special kit was devised and 
distributed to women in out­ 
lying rural areas. These wom­ 
en, who cannot easily get to 
a doctor, were able to take the 
specimen according to direc­ 
tion and mail it back to the 
hospital for examination. If 
performed at regular yearly 
Intervals, the Pap test can de­ 
tact early cancer and can be 
responsible for a tremendous 
Increase in the number of 
permanent cures.

Dear Mr. and Mrs. M.: The 
fact that you aro all in good 


health suggests that you prob­ 
ably have not acquired tuber­ 
culosis by this contact. Yet 
it would do your entire family 
a great injustice if you did not 
actively 
pursue 
even

slightest chance of having ac­ 
quired it. I see no purpose in 
outlining the symptoms of tu­ 
berculosis since it would only 
add to your anxiety. I have 
stated repeatedly that symp­ 
toms can be confusing even to 
a trained physician. Certainly, 
they would only serve to ter­ 
rify you without constructively 
adding 
to 
your 
emotional 
health. 
Tuberculosis, 
a communi­ 
cable and contagious disease, 
is caused by the tubercle bacil­ 
lus. Many positive methods of 
examination are now available 
to 
protect 
you 
and 
your 
family. Certainly each of you 
should immediately have an 
X-ray of the lungs and one or 
more 
examinations 
of 
the 
sputum. 
If there is the slightest sug­ 
gestion of trouble, intensive 
treatment with many modem 
drugs can, in early cases, com­ 
pletely control and cure the 
condition. 
These examinations are far 
more Important than waiting 
and watching for symptoms to 
appear. The emotional stress 
caused by “the watching pro­ 
cess” is very destructive— 
especially since there is so 
little likelihood that you may 
have acquired the disease.

"But 
we've also seen a tremendous 
spiritual birth taking place. 


"It's 
beginning.

spiritual awakening. We've got 
to change. We're either going to 
have a bath of blood or a bath of 
love within the next year. 


"And I believe that within the 


hearts of people in America this 
year, the greatest awakening 
spiritually that has happened in 
over 100 years is going to take 
place." 


"You don't have to drop out to 


get high," he says. "All you 
have to do is pray, and you'll go 
all the way to heaven. You don't 
have to load up on pills — you 
can load up on four little books of 
Matthew, Mark, Luke and John. 
The best way to turn off drugs is 
to turn on with Jesus and stay 
loaded 24 hours a day."

Movies, magazines, and books may glamorize such free love, but it is still a deadly, 


diabolical sin from the very pit of hell. 


A metropolitan newspaper from Southern Calif, recently exposed the shameful life of sex 


deviates in their city. Facts revealed that 1 out of 15 men in the city were sex deviates, and they, in 
turn, were responsible for 60 per cent of the crimes committed in that city. They were all con- 
sidered potential-killers.

They did eat, they drank, they married wives, they were 
given in marriage, until the day that Noah entered into the ark, and the flood came and destroyed 
them all." 


Could a more accurate description of today be given? Eating and drinking in excess; 


Treating marriage vows as rules made to be broken "if things don't 
work out". Taking each other for better or divorce instead of better or worse. Turning a deaf ear to 
the command "What God hath joined together, let no man put asunder." 


It's hard to believe that a large number of the crimes committed in America are committed 


Can we really blame the young people 
when we face the fact that many of them are the 2nd or 3rd generation removed from any real 
moral influence or Christian example.

‘Jesus 
People’ 
Walk On

NEW YORK (AP) - Some 
onlookers simply stare, mildly 
amused or puzzled. Others make 
wisecracks. “Morekooks!” Still 
others trail along briefly, in­ 
terested, approving, asking 
questions. And from city to city, 
policemen sigh and wave the 
strange procession along. 
“We’re Jesus people,” says 
the Rev. Arthur Blessitt, cross­ 
country bearer of a heavy, 
wooden cross, big enough to 
crucify a man on. 
Twice, he has had his walking 
boots 
resoled after wearing 
holes in them on his 3,500-mile 
trek from Los Angeles 
to 
Washington, D. C., toting the 
105-pound Christian symbol, 
made of oil-treated, old 4-by-4’s. 
“ We 
found 
them 
in 
a 
junkyard,” he says. 
The Rev. Mr. Blessitt, 29, sun­ 
burned, sandy-haired and clad 
in T-shirt and faded denims, 
came through New York City 
recently, 
and headed south, 
tugging along his curious cargo 
to “call this nation back to God 
and real brotherhood.” 
He’s been on the road since 
C hristm as, 
dispensing 
his 
message along the way. He 
expects to reach Washington 
July 18. 


“As we’ve walked along the 
highways across this country, 
from city to city, at every step, 
we’ve seen hate and violence 
and bitterness,” he says. “But 
we’ve also seen a tremendous 
spiritual birth taking place. 
“ I t’s beginning. It’s hap­ 
pening everywhere, especially 
among young people, a real 
spiritual awakening. We’ve got 
to change. We’re either going to 
have a bath of blood or a bath of 
love within the next year. 
“And I believe that within the 
hearts of people in America this 
year, the greatest awakening 
spiritually that has happened in 
over 100 years is going to take 
place.” 
“You don’t have to drop out to 
get high,” he says. “All you 
have to do is pray, and you’ll go 
all the way to heaven. You don’t 
have to load up on pills — you 
can load up on four little books of 
Matthew, Mark, Luke and John. 
The best way to turn off drugs is 
to turn on with Jesus and stay 
loaded 24 hours a day.” 
The Rev. Mr. Blessitt’s group 
expects to arrive in Washington 
July 18 for a “march for Christ” 
from the Washington Monument 
to the Capitol, and for par­ 
ticipation in a day of prayer and 
fasting urged by the Southern 
Baptist convention there and 
elsewhere from noon July 18 to 
noon July 19.

The filthy behavior so prevalent in Sodom and Gomorrah during the time of Lot is being 
repeated right before our very eyes. The moral conditions in the United States today is indeed 
appaling. 
Movies, magazines, and books may glamorize such free love, but it is still a deadly, 
diabolical sin from the very pit of hell. 
A metropolitan newspaper from Southern Calif, recently exposed the shameful life of sex 
deviates in their city. Facts revealed that 1 out of 15 men in the city were sex deviates, and they, in 
turn, were responsible for 60 per cent of the crimes committed in that city. They were all con­ 
sidered potential-killers. Their ages ranges from teen agers to men in their seventies. Nearly 70 
per cent of the venereal disease cases can be traced to homosexual contacts.

They did eat, they drank, they married wives, they were 
given in marriage, until the day that Noah entered into the ark, and the flood came and destroyed 
them all.” 
Could a more accurate description of today be given? Eating and drinking in excess; 

Treating marriage vows as rules made to be broken “if things don’t 
work out". Taking each other for better or divorce instead of better or worse. Turning a deaf ear to 
the command “What God hath joined together, let no man put asunder.” 
It’s hard to believe that a large number of the crimes committed in America are committed 
by those who are still in the second ten years of their life. Can we really blame the young people 
when we face the fact that many of them are the 2nd or 3rd generation removed from any real 
moral influence or Christian example. 
We should raise our voice along with John the Baptist and cry our “REPENT AMERICAN, 
REPENT FOR THE KINGDOM OF GOD IS AT HAND.”

The latest proposal by the United States of America to cool 


down the conflict in the Middle East bypassed Russia, which has 
rejected all previous U. S. efforts to find a bilateral agreement and 
has failed to present any plan of its own. 


But Egypt's President Gamal Nasser flew off to Moscow for a 


Kremlin consultation before replying to the Nixon administration 
formula, indicating that there may be more hope for its acceptance 
by Israel and the Arab states than originally believed. 


Not that either side is enthusiastic about discussing peace, but 


the timing of the new proposal encourages a long, careful look by 
participants in the Mid-East war. 


Israel is not anxious to agree to a cease fire limited to 90 days, 


believed to be a condition of the U. S. plan. Prime Minister Golda 
Meir charged that the respite would give Egypt an opportunity to 
build up defenses along the Suez Canal. 


The Arabs have given no indication that they are willing to 


recognize Israeli boundaries that would include Jerusalem or other 
Palestinian territories, another condition for initiating peace talks. 


Israel, however, would prefer that the Arabs reject the plan, 


assuming that such obstinacy would support its plea — still under 
consideration in Washington — for additional planes from the 
United States. 


Presumably, the Arabs and their Russian benefactors are also 


cognizant of that possibility. 


They are not likely to issue a hasty refusal that might play into 


Israel's hands. 


When President Nixon took office last year, he was convinced 


that achievement of peace in the Middle East was contingent on 
Soviet-American agreement on the approach. 


There is no reason to believe that the situation has changed. 


Both sides in the war are dependent on r lilitary assistance from :he 
major powers. 


Nasser had a two-fold purpose in his flight to Moscow. If there is 


no cease fire, he will need more Soviet supplies. The Russians" 
physical presence in defense installations in Egypt has also been an 
encouragement to the Arabs. 


Israel looks to the United States to maintain the power balance 


threatened by increased Russian aid to the Arabs. 


Conceivably, the Soviet Union, suffering at home from a lag in 


production of consumer goods would welcome a breather i \ the 
Mid-East as much as would the U. S. 


There are apparently few specifics in the current U, S. 


initiative. The main idea is to secure a truce and get discussions 
started. 


The situation is conducive to acceptance of the U.S. bid by the 


warring parties. 


While neither the Israelis nor Arabs are eager to accept a 


truce, each is equally reluctant at this time to take the respon- 
sibility for its rejection.

WASHINGTON — The super- 


secret story can now be told how 
the U. S. has seeded the In- 
dochina jungles with millions of 
electronic listening devices, 
costing about $2,500 to $3,000 
apiece. 


Most of these sensitive, air- 


dropped sensors landed with 
such a jar that they never 
worked at all. Others picked up 
jungle noises of interest to no 
one except nature lovers. A few 
detected the movement of 
people, presumably 
enemy 


soldiers, down the infiltration 
routes into South Vietnam. 


Even the hardiest of the 


detection devices seldom con- 
tinued 
to 
transmit 
their 


mysterious sounds for more 
than six or seven days. 


Sen. 
William Proxmire, D- 


Wis., has now ripped the secrecy 
label off the story in a Senate 
speech. He charged that $2 
billion had been spent on an 
electronic detection system, 
which can't tell the difference 
between enemy soldiers and 
innocent civilians. 


But he barely scratched the 


surface of the scandal. He called 
upon Secretary of Defense Mel 
Laird for the details, whicn 
remained deeply hidden. It so 
happens, however, that this 
column already spent weeks 
digging into the story. We can 
now publish some of the facts 
that Laird may be reluctant to 
furnish. 


HIDDEN FUNDS 


In the first place, the tax- 


payers' investment in this great 
electronic boondoggle is closer 
to $4 billion than $2 billion. The 
funds have been hidden under 
innocuous titles in the budgets of 
the three armed services. Some 
of the Navy's expenditures for 
sonar equipment, for example, 
really went to buy jungle 
listening devices. 


The devices were mounted 


inside 30-inch flare cases and 
launched by EC 121 planes 
through their regular flare 
tubes. Most were equipped with 
parachutes, which were sup- 
posed to drop the delicate 
devices gently into the trees. 
Thus the very trees developed 
ears to listen for approaching 
infiltrators. 


Most of the ears, of course, 


turned out to be quite deaf. 
Others failed to pick up the soft, 
Indian-like footsteps of the 
guerrillas. To make their ap- 
proach more audible, the brass 
bats hit upon the idea of seeding 
the jungle with 
explosive 


devices. The theory was that the 
guerrilla would step upon the 
devices, which would crackle 
and pop loud enough to be 
overheard by the overhanging 
electronic ears. 


EXPLOSIVE BUTTONS 


Accordingly, an estimated 


$700 million worth of gray-green 
button-size explosives were 
scattered around the jungle. 
Unhappily, the infiltrators 
quickly discovered what caused 
the popping noise under their 
feet. Thereafter, they simply 


avoided the gray-green buttons 
or sent a diversionary unit to set 
them off purposely along the 
wrong route. 


Meanwhile, it occurred to 


someon e in the Pentagon that, if 
they were going to all the trouple 
of sprinkling the jungle with 
explosives to detect infiltrators, 
the charges may as well be 
powerful enough to kill the in- 
truding enemy soldiers. 


Thus a new batch of ex- 


plosives, disguised to look like 
animal droppings, have been 
scattered along the infiltration 
trails. The only difficulty is that 
innocent civilians and our own 
observers also operate in the 
same areas that have now been 
seeded with lethal animal dung. 


Indeed, Green Berets have 


been sent into these areas to 
plant special listening devices 
and 
to 
make 
visual ob- 


servations. Presumably, they 
will be warned not to step on 
innocent-looking animal 
droppings. But it also shouldn't 
take the enemy long to learn 
that the droppings may be booby 
traps. 


SOPHISTICATED 
DEVICES 


The manufacture of the secret 


detection devices began in 1966. 
These have been refined as the 
program 
has 
progressed 


through three phases. Seismic 
devices, equipped with heavy 
nose cones so they will stick in 
the ground, are designed to pick 
up footsteps. Some are so 
sophisticated that they can 
identify vehicles that move 
down the jungle roads. 


Others are equipped with 


magnetic energy that can aeicct 
what weapons the infiltrators 
may be bringing with them. Still 
others use heat energy to detect 
approaching people. 


The signals from the seeded 


devices are monitorea by planes 
and helicopters, which hover 
overhead. Sometimes they 
remain in the air almost con- 
stantly to listen for enemy 
movements, but usually they 
monitor the signals for short 
periods. 


The most agonizing problem is 


that the expensive devices 
usually don't work. Those that 
do put out a signal must be 
replaced within a week. 


All the money that has been 


wasted on this program may 
never 
be uncovered. 
For 


example, 20 experimental units 
were shipped 
to Vietnam 


recently in two lots. After the 
first lot was air-dropped into the 
jungle, not a single unit operated 
more than two to three hours. 


The Pentagon radioed Saigon 


to hold up the second air drop 
until technicians inspected the 
experimental devices. Two 
technicians from the Naval Air 
Development Center in John- 
sville, Pa., were rushed to 
Vietnam. Before they arrived, 
however, the second lot was 
dumped into the jungle with the 
same adverse results. 


The whole program has been 


plagued with such foul-ups, and 
a 
full 
congressional 
in- 


vestigation should be ordered. 


Are They Successfu/?

NEW YORK (AP) — Are 


advertising campaigns suc- 
cessful? Ad agencies will waste 
no words in telling you they are. 
They won't be defensive about it 
either; they'll consider your 
question absurd. 


But one astute researcher, a 


professor of advertising no less, 
undertook extensive research in 
seeking an answer to this 
question: 


"To what extent do ad- 


vertising 
agencies 
know 


whether or not their campaigns 
are successful?" To reach a 
conclusion he analyzed "proofs 
of success" listed by 40 ad 
agencies for 135 campaigns. And 
he decided: 


"The answer is that most of 


the advertising agencies do not 
know whether their campaigns 
are successful or not." 


An even more provocative 


implication was suggested — 
that most agencies which 
claimed proof of success did not 
even state, and probably didn't 
know, what the objectives were 
for determining success. 


These are among the con- 


clusions reached by Steuart 
Henderson Britt, a psychologist 
at Northwestern University as 
well 
as a graduate school 


professor of marketing and 
advertising, in an article for the 
Journal 
of 
Advertising 


Research. 


Britt is also a former agency 


executive, and for many years 
has been an advertising con- 
sultant. And so his curiosity was 


aroused when he came upon a 
compendium of "successful 
advertising campaigns." 


To measure effectiveness, 


Britt decided, the programs 
would have to declare their 
objective and then prove they 
met them. But, he found- 


—In 133 of the 135 casf-<=, the 


agencies failed to state their 
objectives in quantifiable, or 
measurable, terms. 


— Many of the agencies took 


credit for increased sales 
without proving that the sales 
resulted from advertising and 
not from factors, such as price, 
competition, newness of product 
and so on. 


— In 21 instances, the ad- 


vertising audience wasn't even 
identified. 


— In 93 of the 135 cases the so- 


called proofs weren't directly 
related to the stated objectives. 
Britt gives this example: 


"Campaign objectives- To 


convince mothers that — is the 
best fruit drink they can serve 
their children: Because it is 
good for them; because it is the 
best-tasting of all fruit drinks. 


"Proof of success: Despite the 


aggressive competition from the 
scores of competive brands of 
fruit drinks, 
has not only 


held its position but shown 
consistent improvement in sales 
year after year." 


Britt's point: "Although the 


campaign purportedly was 
intended to convince mothers of 
the quality of the drink for 
children, the statement of proof 
of success indicates no attempt 
to measure any awareness of the 
product by mothers."

Everyone, at one time or 


another, has driven by the scene 
of 
a 
highway 
accident. 


Frequently, the most pitiful and 
tragic aspect of the accident is 
the obvious helplessness of 
bystanders. Critically 
injured 


persons, contorted in agony or 
pinned in wreckage, often in 
shock, can only stare in blank 
unawareness at those around 
them. Confusion 
mounts as 


traffic piles up until eventually 
police and ambulances arrive. If 
the victims are fortunate, they 
receive expert care but, too 
often, delay and mishandling of 
the injured take a heavy toll. 


Each year some 10 million 


persons 
are 
temporarily 


disabled by 'civilian injury, 
400,000 
are 
permanently 


disabled and 114,000 die — half 
from traffic accidents. Many 
hospital emergency rooms are 
short-staffed on weekends, 
leading to delays and even fatal 
mistakes. Only 18 of the 50 states 
regulate ambulance personnel 
training at all. Last year, 20,000 
people survived an accident, but 
didn't survive the aid of 
rescuers. 


Moves are now under way to 


improve emergency medical 
service. One of the most notable 
is the cooperative undertaking 
of 
the 
American Medical 


Association and the Jaycees.

A 
c o t t o n swab 
gently scrapes 


cells from the vaginal wall or 
from, the cervix of the uterus. 
The cells are smeared on a 
glass slide, stained with a 
special dye, and then examined 
under a microscope. 


Cancer cells are readily dis- 


tinguished from normal cells 
by highly trained pathologists 
who specialize in the study of 
tissue and cells and can de- 
termine the degree of severity 
of cancer, if it is present. 


The Pap test is a painless 


one and, in fact, can be done 
by the woman herself. At the 
Johns Hopkins Hospital, a 
special kit was devised and 
distributed to women in out- 
lying rural areas. These wom- 
en, who cannot easily get to 
a doctor, were able to take the 
specimen according to direc- 
tion and mail It back to the 
hospital for examination. If 
performed at regular yearly 
intervals, the Pap test can de- 
tect early cancer and can be 
responsible for a tremendous 
Increase in the number of 
permanent cures.

fact that you are all in good 


health suggests that you prob- 
ably have not acquired tuber- 
culosis by this contact. Yet 
it would do your entire family 
a great injustice if you did not 
actively 
pursue 
even 
the 


slightest chance of having ac- 
quired it. I see no purpose In 
outlining the symptoms of tu- 
berculosis since it would only 
add to your anxiety, I have 
stated repeatedly that symp- 
toms can be confusing even to 
a trained physician. Certainly, 
they would only serve to ter- 
rify you without constructively 
adding 
to 
your 
emotional 


health. 


Tuberculosis, a communi- 


cable and contagious disease, 
is caused by the tubercle bacil- 
lus. Many positive methods of 
examination are now available 
to 
protect 
you and 
your 


family. Certainly each of you 
should immediately have an 
X-ray of the lungs and one or 
more 
examinations 
of 
the 


sputum. 


If there is the slightest sug- 


gestion of trouble, intensive 
treatment with many modern 
drugs can, in early cases, com- 
pletely control and cure the 
condition. 


These examinations are far 


more important than waiting 
and watching for symptoms to 
appear. The emotional stress 
caused by "the watching pro- 
cess" is very destructive— 
especially since there is so 
little likelihood that you may 
have acquired the disease.

The Tehama Totem Fair 
Grounds is getting a “face lif­

M assive Save 
Underground For 
Valuable Records 


FELTON, Calif. (AP) — In the 
Santa 
Cruz 
Mountains 
overlooking Monterey Bay a 
massive “safe” to hold precious 
records, 
films, 
industrial 
secrets and valuables has been 
constructed in an- abandoned 
railroad tunnel. 
The tunnel was built in 1886 by 
the Southern Pacific railroad. It 
survived the San Francisco 
earthquake 20 years later and 
was abandoned in 1940. 
It was purchased for $75,000 
by Western States Atomic 
Vaults, Inc., which constructed 
the storage vault in 1953. The 
vault’s 241 feet long, 23 feet high 
and at its center 92 feet un­ 
derground. 
The vault is described as 
burglar proof.

Not 
since December 11 in 1936 when 
King Edward VIII became the 
Duke of Windsor have the 
prospects been so good for 
another throne shaking scandal. 
But a monarchy that has sur­ 
vived a Henry VIII as well as a 
George III can certainly be 
expected to muddle through 
much smaller problems. 
And there is much sym­ 
pathizing with Vice President 
Agnew’s attack on the American 
press and TV networks bv the 


average Britisher that feels he 
too has been lead up the garden 
path by prejudiced press and 
pre-election polls. Labor blames 
the polls prediction of their 
overwhelming victory as the 
cause for complacency that kept 
the labor vote at home on 
election day. Unfortunately for 
Fleet Street, the Conservatives 
do not give the press credit for 
the victory so the columnists 
and political writers are at­ 
tacked from all sides, a normal 
state of affairs on both sides of 
the Atlantic! 


To casual visitors England 
hasbecome more and more 
Americanized in the last year. 
Their telephone service is 
almost as bad as that in New 
York. The mail that used to be 
delivered across town in a 
matter of hours now takes days.

Schools Chief Agrees 
Fourth Grade Book 
Needs Much Revision 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — State 


schools chief Max Rafferty says 
he agrees with the American 
Indian Historical Society that a 
fourth-gradp textbook needs 
much revision before it can be 
used in California classrooms. 


The book, entitled "The Story 


of California," was the subject 
of debate Thursday before the 
10-member State Board of 
Education. 


Said Rafferty: "I'm going to 


send the book back to the 
publisher." 


The Indian historical group, 


centered in San Francisco, 
complained that the volume 
failed to depict adequately the 
plight of Indians today It also 
objected to pictures of early-day 
California Indians, saying the 
illustrations were "degrading 
and inaccurate." 


The board, however, ten- 


tatively approved the book 
among 10 new texts okayed for 
social science classes in the fall 
of 1971. 


After hearing protests about 


four of them — including the one 
the Indian historians objected to 
— said it would review its 
decisions in the fall of this year 
and would evaluate specific 
questions raised.

President Ferdinand Marcos 
and some other Asian leaders 
that Japan ultimately would

responsibility for law and order 
in eastern Asia. 


"We may be able to possess 


military strength adequate for 


self-defense," he said in an 
interview. "But the Japanese 
people would never allow us to 
take over the role of the U. S. 


"To 
avoid 
any 
misun- 


derstandings 
such 
as en- 


tertained by President Marcos 
let me say: Historically coun- 
tries with economic might have 
great military power. In the 
case of Japan, we are resolved 
not to use the armed forces. 
That is what we proclaimed 25 
years ago in the no-war con- 
stitution." 


Sato said Japan's future 


policy would be to "extend 
cooperation commensurate with 


our strength for the prosperity 
of the countries of Asia." 


"In 
extending

cooperation," he added, "a 
bilateral formula may cause 
misunderstandings that Japan 
seeks economic domination. So 
we 
prefer 
a 
formula 
in 


association with other countries 
in giving aid."

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The High Cost O f Being In Vietnam 


By DANIEL De LUCE 
Associated Press Writer 
It’s fantastic to see what $30 
million a year buys for the 
United States in South Vietnam. 
You can watch a million of 
those dollars go bang in just one 
mission by B52s. They’ve been 
flying 2,500 missions a year in 
South Vietnam. 
The average mission consists 
of six Stratoforts dropping a 
total of 180 tons of high ex­ 
plosives. from six miles up, on a 
patch of ground the flight crew 
knows by map coordinates. 
But American dollars are 
South Vietnam’s lifeblood in 
ways that go beyond the high 
cost of waging war with 413,900 
Americans and more than a 
million Vietnamese under arms. 
Vietnam foreign trade? It 
runs a deficit of more than $700 
million yearly. The United 
States picks up the tab — all of 
it.

Planes In Dogfight 


National employment? There 
are 150,000 Vietnamese and 
20.000 'third-country nationals” 
on American payrolls. Together 
with their dependents, about 
750.000 civilians. The cost is 
more than $400 million yearly, 
right out of the U. S. Treasury 
Every give-aw;ay program of 
the Saigon governm ent 
is 
financed by the United States. 
The 
program s 
proliferate. 
Resettlem ent. 
Pacification. 
New Life Development. Open 
Arms. Handclasp. Land for the 
Tiller. Work for Peace. All are 
part of the political war. 
Last February in North 
Vietnam, I saw relatively large 
amounts of equipment from the 
Soviet Union and China for 
repairing the road and rail 
communications which U. S. 
bombers had smashed in a four- 
year offensive. 
I also saw an array of im­ 
ported arm am ents, at the

exhibition in Hanoi, which 
ranged from tanks to surface-to- 
air missiles. 
But as I know now, after 
touring South Vietnam, the gift 
construction equipment from 
the so-called socialist bloc is a 
tiny fraction of what the United 
States reconstruction effort 
amounts to south of the 17th 
Parallel. All the Sino-Soviet 
trucks, bulldozers, graders, 
rollers and cranes in the North, 
which I counted in a thousand 
miles of road travel, could get 
lost in just a corner of a U. S. 
supply depot at Da Nang. 


Supply depots in four corps 
areas are stockpiled 
with 
multimillion-dollar reserves of 
new 
m ilitary 
and 
civilian 
equipment materials. Seaports 
are congested with shipping. On 
the docks, you see mountains of 
rice from Louisiana and pine 


lumber from Oregon, with other 
U. S. products. 


South Vietnam imported $745 
million of commercial items 
alone in the past year. Its ex­ 
ports amounted to $16 million. 
The deficit, equivalent to $40 for 
each of 17.8 million Vietnamese, 
was entirely covered by the 
United States. 


Backed by U. S. 
aid, the 
Saigon 
governm ent 
is 
distributing a special gift of 1 
million piasters to every country 
village for a public works 
project of its own choice. This 
program will cost more than $18 
million if completed. There are 
2,517 villages. 
Another program promises 
cash to millions of Vietnamese 
for new housing, besides welfare 
allotmerfs for food and clothing. 
The sums are small for in­ 
dividual war victims, refugees, 
and 
Viet 
Cong 
d e b to r s . 


Cumulatively, they have ex­ 
ceeded $100 million. 
A feverish war boom grips all 
the cities at the back door of 
American logistics bases. In the 
shops, 
foreign 
perfum es, 
liquors, textiles, watches and 
other luxuries beckon. But the 
slums are growing. 
The austerity of life in North 
Vietnam, which I observed for 
18 days last Febiuary, bears 
little 
resem blance 
to 
the 
colorful, noisy, m echanized 
existence that South Vietnamese 
are pursuing. 


Hanoi seemed in a 
quiet 
reverie. The center of Saigon 
has more raucous taxis to the 
block than Times Square at 
midday. You can see the af­ 
fluent getting rich. Nearly 
everybody is scrambling for a 
piece of the action. Some worry, 
of course, that the boom will 
bust.

The planes were downed at 
11:30 a.m. and Israeli bombing 
missions were still going on 90 
minutes later, the spokesman 
said.

adhering to, to the best of my 
knowledge, all of the rules and 
regulations that are on the 
books. I am not withholding 
enforcement of anything.” 


Black Millionaire 
Wants Black States 


PARK CITY, Utah (AP) — 
Black physician, publisher and 
millionaire Dr. Carl Goodlett 
has a dream of a separate black 
nation, composed of two or three 
states surrendered by white 
America. 
It’s a dream not shared by 
black Los Angeles City Coun­ 
cilman Tom Bradley. The two 
men put forth their cases 
Thursday at the 1970 National 
Broadcast Editorial Conference 
in Park City. 
Goodlett, publisher of the San 
Francisco Sun-Reporter, said 
well-meaning integrationists 
have failed and the only alter­ 
native to young blacks “willing 
to take any means necessary, 
including taking up the gun,” is 
separation. 
Progress toward freedom for 
the black man was made during 
the 
adm inistrations 
of 
Presidents 
Kennedy 
and 
Johnson, said Goodlett, but “ the 
dreams were shattered by the 
words and deeds of Richard 
Milhouse 
Nixon 
and 
his 
albatross, Spiro T. Agnew.” 
He said integration would be 
possible in the United States, but 
the will is lacking and the only 
alternative to racial war is “a 
unified drive by blacks for 
separation, independence and 


freedom.” 
Black Muslims and the New 
Nation of Africa also believe in 
the black nation, and, “We 
venture to say the dream of 
separation and freedom is as 
valid as the dream of in­ 
tegration,” Goodlett said. 
But Bradley, the former Los 
Angeles police lieutenant who 
last year lost a hotly contested 
runoff election for mayor to 
incumbent Sam Yorty, contends 
the black nation is an idea on its 
deathbed. 
“It had been popular as a kind 
of rhetoric — a way to dramatize 
but even that has died” he said. 
Bradley considers the fun­ 
damental problem to be that of 
the inner cities and he maintains 
it’s problem of both black and 
white. 
Bradley said the nation needs 
a commitment to save its cities 
like the United States com­ 
mitment to the Marshall Plan 
after World War U and sending 
men to the moon. 
He said men with such a 
c o m m i t m e n t 
i n c l u d e 
Republicans such as Mayor 
John Lindsay of New York and 
Sen. Charles H. Percy of Illinois 
and Democratic Serfs. Edmund 
S. Muskie of Maine and George 
McGovern of South Dakota.

Ways, Means Committee OK’s 
Sales Tax On Artificial Limbs

SACRAMENTO (AP) - The 
powerful Assembly Ways and 
Means Committee has approved 
a one-year sales tax on heart 
pacemakers, artificial limbs 
and some medicines to keep the 
state's budget in balance. 
The action Thursday — taken 
without opposition in the highly 
partisan committee — reversed 
the original intention of a bill by 
Assemblyman James A. Hayes, 
R-Long Beach. 
Hayes introduced legislation 
to exclude from the sales tax all 
medicines prescribed or sold by 
dentists and all medical devices 
permanently inserted ip the 
bo^f. 
Hayes said these items had 
never been taxed in California, 
but a new State Board of 
Equalization interpretation of 
the law last fall found they had 
been excluded from the sales tax 


w i t h o u t 
l e g i s l a t i v e 
authorization. 
He said a 
“ gentlemen’s 
agreem ent” 
not 
to 
start 
collection of the tax was made 
after the new legal opinion was 
analyzed with the understanding 
he would clarify the law this 
year. Hayes introduced the bill 
Jan. 28 
However, 
State 
Finance 
Department revenue projec­ 
tions for fiscal 1970-71 included 
an estimated $310,000 in sales 
tax revenues from the medical 
sales based on current in­ 
terpretations of existing law, 
Assistant Finance Directofy 
Roy M. Bell told the Ways and 
Means Committee. 
And, said chairman Frank 
Lanterman, R-La Canada, “our 
budget surplus is zero.” 
The 96-89 billion budget was 
signed only last Saturday after

The committee finally passed
